Mr Henry Wallace, 


Washington, June 16. 
former United States Vice- 


President, today urged President Truman and Mr’ 
George Marshall; Secretary of State; to invite 
Gencralissimo Stalin and Mr Molotoy to a conference 


in Berlin. 


He proposed the conference as the 

first atep In a policy aimed ot giving 

| an American agreement with Russia 

“precedence over the settlements with 
Germany and Austria, 

Mr Wallace was “reporitng”’ on 
his travels in flve countries, Includ- 
ing Britain ond the United States. 
“Everywhere I found the belief that 
both Russia and the United States 
are pursuing aggressive courses 
r which will jead to war,” Mr Wallace, 
who 1s conducting a “Fight for 
Peace" cumpalgn In. America, ae- 
clared, ‘i 

The Bertin meeting, he said, 
should be called for the “avowed 
and ennounced purpose of drawing 
up an agreement which will cover 
all the polnts al issue between, the 
United States and Russia, ,We must 
«ettle the basic difforences wlth the 
Ruslana as completely as possible, 
or we shal] continue to increase the 
irtction whica develops !n every at- 
tempt to settl: secondary problen.s. 

“We: cunnot reach an. agreement 
ou Germany untll Amert:a and. Rus- 
sin hive reached an agreement on 
their. individual .objectlyes.”. 


SENSATIONAL SPEECH 


Mr Wallace, in his most sensation- 
al speech since returning from his 
tour, urged tho United States to pro- 
pose to the United Nations “a com- 
pleté ban on Snternational traMlc In 
weapons” as a measure to unblock 
the negotiations for agreement on 
clomic cnergy. . ; 

Ho called the Democratic Party to 
‘ake the lead in a campaign to na- 
tlonalise America’s munition indus- 
tries so that there should be ‘no 
profit in the patriotic duty of de- 
fending our country,” and also 


the 1948 Presidential elections ‘with 
the statement that “if doth parties 
insist on pursuing the present sui- 
eldal course towards war.and depres- 
sion there will be a new party even 
if It has no change of election suc- 
cess next year.”

“If we remember that there is 
{nothing criminal in the Ideu of So-

+ clulist’ ideas with bribes und forces 

of orms rather than through o prac- 

steal demonstration of democratic 
capitalism, we shall prove the con- 
tention of the Communists that 
capitalist economy cannot be {ree of 
depression.” z 

Touching on the subject of 
America’s protests: regarding clecc-, 
4 tions in Europe, Mr Wallace said: “I 
Yeel a certain shame when I hear the 
voice of our official statements of
